POSSIBILITY OF NEW NORTH-SOUTH CLEAVAGES NOTED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 28 Nov 81 pp 1, 4

[Excerpts] Our special correspondent, Pierre Biarnes, gives a 
picture of the situation in the Chadian capital, where the con- 
tinued lull in the fighting and the departure of Libyan troops 
are bringing new hope for restoring peace. Various states, 
including Algeria, which has just sent medical supplies to 
Ndjamena, are intending to assist in that stabilizaticn, 


Ndjamena--All day long, hundreds of pirogues are incessantly coming and going on the 
peaceful Chari River, its muddy waters still swollen from the summer rains. An in- 
congruous assortment of people, animals and baggage is piled into those simple, 
roughly tapered, hollowed-out tree trunks carrying them from Kousseri, in Cameroon, 
to Ndjamena, which faces it on the opposite bank: multicolored refuse-boxes, cala- 
bashes filled with millet or twisted tubers, traditional plant fiber baskets, buckets 
and bowls of many-colored plastic, bicycles, baroque metallic bedposts, sewing 
machines, gasoline containers, big transistor radios, bundles of cotton goods. They 
give one a better idea of the effects of the 11 months of "Libyan peace” which has 
just ended in Chad. 





The streets in downtown Ndjamena are still devastated, the walls riddled with bullet- 
marks, the doors and windows gone, the shop windows smashed, the interfors looted 
of every piece of furniture and even the faucets. 


But everywhere else, in the neighboring administrative office buildings, which were 
not so badly ravaged, in the shaded old colontfal villages bordering the river, which 
were less and less damaged as one traveled north and which were immediately occupied 
by the victors, and above all in the slums in the southern end of town, to which many 
refugees have already returned, there has been an increasing resumption of normal 
life as the year has worn on, despite the modest results so far achteved. 


Automobile traffic, never heavy, is still on the upswing. The markets near the 
great mosque that was built several years ago by the Saudis are well supplied. Not 
far from there, near the burned-down cathedral soon to be rebuilt, the Jesuit fathers 
have reopened their study center and school, while in a neighboring house, austerely 
furnished, the young UNICEF representative has moved in with his wife and daughter 
after having left Kousseri for good, like most of the employees of the Internat tonal 
charitable organizations. 








Despite the lack of qualified instructors, desks and books, nearly 4,000 students are 
once again attending the Felix-Eboue secondary school, while almost as many are attend- 
ing the technical and commercial secondary school. Since June, the Chadian sub- 
sidiary of the Bank of West Africa has reopened its doors in what used to be the 
residential villa of its manager, which escaped the fighting, while preparing to 

move back, within a few more days, to its completely refurbished premises on the 

"bank street." 


In the next street, some “exile” has returned several times to roam about the premises 
of what used to be his butcher-shop, another is reopening the main offices of Conoco, 
which is going to resume drilling operations. 1 etal-frame construction is back, and 
"newcomers" have opened up a business in air conditioners and refrigerators, doubt- 
less promising a golden future. The head of the sugar-works company has come back 
several times on his twin-engine craft from his cane plantations in the Sarh region 

in the south. 


It had been clear for months, once the illusions found<d on petrodollars evaporated, 
that the Libyan peace had its limits, and that Col Qadhdhafi had neither the tech- 
nical nor human resources--perhaps iot even the financtal--to make a decisive con- 
tribution to the rebuilding of a modern government apparatus in Chad, It followed 
that he also did not have the resources to really get economic activity started up 
again, while his army was facing the possibility of getting mired down there. 

Over and above all the official visits of recent weeks and the combined pressure of 
France, the United States and a number of African countries, this is certainly the 
basic reason for the withdrawal of its troops. 


At this point, most of the ministries in reality constst only of the minister hin- 
self and a handful of immediate subordinates who by themselves are simply unable to 
get the machinery back in gear, as scarcely any government employees yet have the 
minimal amount of material supplies necessary to carry out work, 


The army, in its various ways, is hardly better off. The lack cf fuel, in particular, 
frequently immobilizes its vehicles. It could certainly be argued that the collapse 
of a bureaucracy which had long been almost completely useless tas not bee a 
disaster for the majority of the people, still living in a traditfonal lifestyle, and 
that this was a good chance to turn away once and for all frem those cumbersome, 
parasitical structures inherited from the colontal era and itmmoderately swollen 

since independence. 


But even with the protection of foreign forces, the GUNT [Transitional National 
Union Government ] government was unable to consolidate its power on a durable basis, 
once the battle for Ndjamena was over, without bringing back to their jobs and their 
duties the government employees who had fled the fighting and thefr jobs and who are 
now returning to the capital to close the parenthesis. Now it ts up to their new 
superiors to sort things out so that there is work for them, and pay for them, too! 
Under this kind of pressure, Mr Goukouni Oueddei, whose tenure in power is highly 
dependent on the southern leaders and representatives of the great majority of the 
population, cannot in the least be satisfied with the "Bedouin state" which was all 
Col Qadhdhafi could provide him, while most of the government employees are natives 
of the southern provinces of the country, the traditionally best educated region, 




















Under these conditions, the Toubou leader had no choice but to turn fairly quickly 
to France, the cnly country in a position to restore the operation of the machinery 
it alone really understood. This is precisely what he did, profiting additionally 
from the change of the governing team in Paris, at the same time as President 
Mitterrand saw it as an excellent chance to distinguftsh himself from his predecéssor 
and re-establish French influence in the region, 


A Fish Out of Water 


Either directly or under cover of the OAU [Organization of African Unity], France 

is on its way back to Ndjamena, Telephone technietans are setting up a telephone 
exchange and laying 3 miles of trunk lines to serve the ministrfes, a few public 
authorities, and a few companies, Others are repairing the electric generating 
station and part of its distribution network. The telex is going to be re-established, 
and a radio transmitter much more powerful than the one presently serving only the 
capital (it escaped the destruction) is to be built, A team of city planners is 
coming to assess the damage suffered by the public buildings and estimate the cost 

and time needed to restore them, 


On the apron of the airport, the armed forces attached with the French "diplomatic 
antenna" in Kousseri is now feeling sharp and sure of himself as he supervises the 
first deliveries of arms and munitfons to the new Integrated Nattonal Army (ANI), 
and welcomes the officers for the first contingents of the neutral inter-African 
peace-keeping force. 


A new ambassador is scheduled to be named soon, and once he has moved back into the 
old residence on the banks of the Chari, which ts going to be restored, this will be 
the signal to encourage the arrival of new technical advisers and the return of a 
number of private sector businessmen who are still awafting this definitive sign that 
there is no longer any reason to fear for their safety. 


After that, the biggest job will still remain: rebuifiding all the governmental and 
business buildings that were destroyed, furnish them almost from the ground up, and 
replace almost all the publicly owned vehicles, which were looted or burned, re-equip 
the schools and hospitals, etc. The cost of that reconstruction effort is estimated 
generally at around Fr 1.5 billion, But along with that there will be long months 
when very large operating subsidies will be needed and, of course, the costs entailed 
by the intervention force which will also mount up to seversl tens of billions of 

CFA frarcs, even if the operations are of short duration, 


France will not be alone in supplying aid. The EEC, among others, has agreed to give 
its support. But one might still ask whether the political and technical problems 
that gave birth to this tragedy will be resolved, 


First of all, what is to be done with Mr Hissein Habre, who thanks to the departure 
of the Libyans, if not with their complicity, has regained control of the whole 
Abeche region? It is not at all certain that the countries that have agreed to 
supply contingents for the OAU force will be prepared to go dislodge him. Togo, 
Guinea and Senegal, among others, it is said, are more in favor of a dialogue, But 
will those who expelled the head of the Northern Armed Forces (FAN) from the GUNT 
agree among themselves to re-admit him? If so, in what positton? What will happen 
then to Goukouni's personal authority? 




















So far the latter has maneuvered skillfully, playing on his weakmness--both his tribe 
and his armed forces are clearly in the minority--to pose as an arbiter, thereby 
strengthening his international legitimacy. 





But with the return to peace, he has become much more dependent on the people from 
the south who dream only of retaking the power they confiscated more than 20 years 
ago. The southerners, who already hold the GUNT vice presidency with Col Kamougue, 
the financial affairs portfolio with Ngambet Kosnaye, agriculture with Nimbaye 
Lossimian and several other technical ministries, are now casting their eyes on 
foreign affairs (the minister of justice, Mr Delwa Kassire Comakoye, who is in 
charge of all matters relating to the intervention force, is in fact already over- 
taking Acyl Ahmat, the titular holder of the office), They are very openly critical 
of Defense Minister Adoum Togoye, one of Goukouni's few henchmen, while the Chadian 
Armed Forces, which are totally in their hands, aspire to nothing less than becoming 
identified with the new integrated national army, to the detriment of the other 
political-military factions. 


Are we not running the risk, ultimately, of falling back into the north-south 
cleavages of the 1960's which led to the last civil war? Will the French peace 
achieve by dialogue what the Libyan peace barely achieved by arms? The former 
metropclitan power may well be running the risk of getting mired down again in 
Chad, even if its methods are now different,

[Excerpts] The Central Region is to benefit from a ¢102 million investment to 
boost the production of staple foods, cash crops and livestock under the current 
.*ve-year development plan. 


Of the amount, ¢45 million would be spent on produce such as maize, plaintain, 
cassava, vegetables, oil palm, coconut, sugar cane, pineapples and cocoa. 


Livestock production centred around cattle, sheep, goats, pigs, poultry and 
rabbits, will also be boosted with over ¢12 million. 


These were revealed by President Hilla Limann at Agona Swedru yesterday when 
opening the Central Regional Agricultural Show at the Swedru Sports Stadium, 


President Limann is on a three-day tour of the Central Region which ends today. 


He announced that in the government's effort to stem the tide of urban migration, 
an industry would be sited at Swedru to manufacture agricultural tools. 


To improve upon the existing facilities for marine life and inland fishing, work=- 
shops are to be constructed at Winneba and Apam, recording booths at Mumford, 

and Senya Breku, repair and maintenance workshops of outboard motors at Nakwa, 
Anomabu, Lomenda and Moore and the setting up of fish culture at Okyereko and 
Mankessim, Dr Limann disclosed, 


In reply to the welcome address by Nana Nyarko Eku IX in which he requested for 
improved water, road, health and electricity facilities in the region, Dr 
Limann announced bold plans aimed at improving those facilities in the region 
with particular reference to the water problems of Cape Coast, Foso and Senya 
Breku and upgrading of the Kwanyako and Winneba Water Works. 


Swedru and Winneba water systems, the President said, will eventually be linked 

to Weija while Komanda will get water from Daboase and Elmina. On rural electri- 
fication, the President announced that ¢113 million would be spent on it. Nyakrom 
had already benefitted from this programme, he said.

In the settlement, the national treasurer is to take over the running of the 
party as its acting national chairman until further decisions are taken at the 
party's next congress. 


Other terms of settlement reached by both parties in the case are: 


--That a national executive committee meeting should be summoned forthwith by 
the national treasurer, 


--That the national executive committee summoned by the national treasurer should 
make appropriate preparations for the meetings of the party congress, including 
the business to be discussed at the meetings of the congress, in accordance with 
Section 50(C) of the constitution of the People's National Party. 


--That the national treasurer should preside over the meetings on both the 
national executive committee and the national congress. 


--That the central committee was improperly reconstituted after the Kumasi 
Congress in May 1980 and therefore all acts purported to have been made in the 
name of that reconstituted body should be corrected,

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GHANAIANS PLACE HOPE IN FRENCH ASSISTANCE

[Excerpts] Since Hilla Limann came to power, the special services--the Special 
Branch--have foiled at least four coup attempts. Tne president of the republic 
himself admits: "Every evening when I go to bed I hear talk about the possibility 
of a coup d‘etat."' However, observers tend to think less of the possibility of 

a putsch than of a kind of "constitutional coup d'etat" which would put aside a 
man whose integrity and governing principles are not in question, but whom many 

of his compatriots consider to be in a job beyond his capabilities. 


Among the innumerable political dangers threatening the future of the regime, 
there stand out the ill-concealed impatience of some of the military and the 
revival of tribalism and religious militancy among some Moslem elements. In 

spite of a concerted effort to put the army in order, with the help of Canada 

and the United Kingdom, it still does not have the kind of loyalty that can stand 
up to any test. Pay is very low, with a major getting hardly 650 cedis a month.* 
The bad food and clothing supply causes a sullen discontent. The troops stationed 
in the north, who mainly come from that region, actively support Limann, who is 

a fellow tribesman. By contrast, the Fanti, Ewe, and Ashanti cadres, who are 

from the south, resent a "northern" head of state. 


Former lieutenant Jerry Rawlings, "a soldier in retirement because his role as 
former chief of state does not permit him to occupy a suitable grade in the 

army," appears to many a student or employee asthe: last resort. "Limenn has no 
charisma, while Jerry has only charisma," say the opponents of this still popular 
man who dared to execute three former heads of state while for a few months he 
occupied the top post before stepping aside for the current president. "The 

Limann regime is the worst the country has ever had," Jerry Rawlings affirms, 
adding: "They are lying who say that I voluntarily gave up power after 4 months..." 
Is he then ready to resume the directon of public affairs? At any rate, he has 


been subtly eliminated from the entire normal procedure, since in future to be

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chief of state "one must be born of Ghanaian father and mother." Whereas Jerry 
Rawlings is half Scottish and half Ewe... 


An area of disturbance is also developing in the north. Militant Islam continues 
to gain ground in the region. Libya finances construction of mosques, distributes 
Korans, and opens religious schools. Admiration for Colonel Qadhdhafi and Imam 
Khomeyni is growing among the youth. At Wa, in the west, there were clashes a 
few months ago between orthodox Moslems and followers of the Hamadiya brotherhood. 
In Dagomba area, near Yendi, several hundred people were killed this summer in 
armed clashes between Konkoumbas and Nanumbas. A company of infantry restored 
order with difficulty. There is a risk of religious differences being compounded 
with tribal quarrels, andthe possibility of foreign influences interfering at any 
time. Thishas prompted Limann to conduct an extremely vigorous diplomatic drive 
in an effort to ward off the dangers, real or imagined.

[Text] "You cannot satisfy a tiger with a kiss." Whether accurate or imagined, 
this statement attributed to President Limann by diplomatic circles in Accra 
answering someone who criticized his hostile attitue toward Colonel Oadhdhafi, 

is significant. Unlike many of his African peers who like him have strong biases 
against the Libyan head of state but refrain from openly attacking him, the 
Ghanaian president does not mince his words. 


While in many capitals of tropical Africa it is preferred to maintain a prudent 
silence about Libya's initiatives, in Accra there is straight talk to a man 

whose conduct is openly condemned. In June, at a press conference which he pur- 
posely gave a somewhat solemn tone, Limann announced that he would not participate 
in the next OAU summit if it was held, as planned, in Tripoli. He justified this 
refusal by explaining that Colonel Qadhdhafi had declined to participate in 
several OAU summit conferences, including the latest this summer in Nairobi. 


When he received us in August in Accra at Christianborg Castle, where the presi- 
dential offices are located, the head of state told us emphatically: "I do not 
at ail agree with Qadhdhafi's policy. He interferes in the internal affairs of 
African states, he preaches holy war. We want no ayatollah here, because we 
need peace and security to develop ourselves." 

The team in power in Accra points with insistence to the "Libyan agents'" 
systematic "infiltration activity" among the Moslem minorities. This is 
reportedly the case among the Moba tribes in the north, whose area straddles 
the border between Ghana and Togo. 


The presumed ties between Moscow and Tripoli have caused Limann to harden his 
attitude toward Qadhdhafi, because in the great competition of East and West in 
black Africa it is clear that the Western camp has a solid advantage in Accra. 

This is at least one area in which the self-proclaimed spiritual successor of 
Nkrumah ahs not restored his policy. While "Osagyefo" gave priority to relations 
with the Soviet Union, Limann is keeping his distance from a state which is 
nonetheless the most important purchaser of Ghanaian cocoa. A member of his 
ministerial team said about the Soviets: "They will do nothing to help us overcome 
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our financial and economic difficulties as long as we do not agree to be indoc- 
trinated. However, our ideology, our only ideology, is Ghana, Ghana first and 
above all..." 


Honeymoon with Paris 


The Ghanaian leaders have for some time been turning more and more toward Paris. 
In fact, they are rather disappointed with the lukewarm attitude that the British 
and Americans have been showing in their regard. As for Mrs Thatcher, it is 
admitted here that “she has her own problems" and that "the scope of her internal 
difficulties does not permit her to effectively aid her African partners." It is 
noted, however, with a tinge of bitterness, that "for the United Kingdom the top 
priority is not Africa but America," and it is even concluded that "Great Britain 
has less sense of its African responsibilities than France..." 


In regard to the United States, a Ghanaian diplomat confided to us: "Since 
Reagan's election we note with sadness that his diplomatic policy is steadily 
eroding all Carter's efforts in the direction of Africa. Reagan's unconditional 
support of Mrs Thatcher and the way he is siding with the apartheid zealots in 
South Africa cause definite reservations on our part. In this context, we place 
our greatest hope is socialist France, which shows promise of a greater spirit 
of justice and which may serve as a beneficial counterbalance to the American 
initiatives in Africa..." 


The personality of Limann and the intelligent efforts of an ambassador who has 
rapidly established personal friendly relations with the president have had 
something to do with the French-Ghanaian rapprochement. The president has 
excellent memories of his time in France, where he studied law and economic 
science. Also, he knows a number of the political leaders in Paris and admires, 
he says, "France's nonalignment and neutrality," adding: "The current Ghanaian 
regime is situated halfway between the French regime and the American presidential 
government..." 


In summary, it is a virtual honeymoon between Paris and Accra. Ail our readers 
recall that minister Mitterrand was France's official representative to the Gold 
Coast independence ceremonies in March 1957. Everyone is hoping that the president 
will participate next year in the "silver" jubilee of that independence. 


Still Modest French Presence 


For the present, the French presence in Ghana remains relatively modest. In 
bilateral aid, France is only the country's fourth partner, after the FRG, Canada, 
and the United States. In 1975, a protocol agreement was concluded and a credit 
of Fr70 million was granted for rescheduling its debt, while in 1977 30 million 
was granted for development aid. However, since 1974 COFACE [French Insurance 
Company for Foreign Trade] hasno longer guaranteed short or long term business 
negotiated here. The Central Fund for Economic Cooperation (CCCE) participates 
to the extent of Fr13 million in the capital of the Cement Company of West Africa 
(CIMAO) which involves Togo, the Ivory Coast, and Ghana. 
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Strictly speaking, we should add to bilateral aid what France contributes in 
the framework of the EEC. That organization devotes significant effort on the 
one hand to promote progress of the peasantry and on the other to stimulate 
artisan and semi-industrial production. However, the EEC's activity in this 

‘ country remains limited and, above all, little known. A representative of the 
European Development Fund said to us with a smile: "Recently someone asked me 
if the letters EEC (European Economic Community) stood for a new airline..." 


There are about 10 French companies operating in Ghana. They include SCOA [West 
African Trading Company], CFAO [French Company of West Africa], Air Liquide, and 
Degremont. France provides technical assistance to the French-Ghanaian education 
center in Accra which annually sends 20 teachers to study in French institutions, 
to the Somanya normal school from which more than a hundred students every year 
spend 2 months in establishments of French-speaking Africa, and to various 
secondary schooJs where about ten volunteers of the national service (VSNA) 

teach on a perma.ent basis. Finally, the four branches of the Alliance Francaise 
located in Accra, Kumasi, Takoradi, and Tamale receive some funds--still too little 
in relation to their needs. 





Among the projects in which Ghanaians would like to see Paris participate are 
cooperation with the Kumasi University of Science and Technology (UST) and the 
operation launched last year to combat a disease of the cocoanut plantations in 
the coastal strip. Finally, the Ghanaian Government has requested French tech- 
nical assistance to establish a pilot farm to encourage development of rubber 
growing in the west, and asked for scholarships for Ghanaian officers to take 
various training courses in France. All these requests were presented during 

the visit to Accra in August of Jean-Pierre Cot, minister delegate of cooperation 
and development, as well as a project to resume exploitation of an important 

gold mine for which France could provide assistance. 


In Parliament, some Francophone deputies such as J. Aggrey-Orleans, secretary 
general of the House, have been trying to form direct contacts with French 
deputies. And in official circles, in the ministries as well as the corridors 
of Parliament, we were frequently asked the question: "When will we get past 
the stage of good intentions? When will France be as generous with us as 
Canada or Germany...?" 


Between Lome and Abidjan 


Surrounded by three Francophone states--Upper Volta, the Ivory Coast, and Togo-- 
Ghanaians are depending a great deal on France to strengthen their ties with 
these neighbors. With Togo, the dialogue is particularly difficult because it 
is bound up with the so-called "western Togoland" issue. Lome has not given up 
hope of regaining the eastern part of Ghana, which at the time of the German 
occupation was part of Togo. In Accra, the official line is clear. "This 
question was settled, once and for all, under UN auspices, before independence. 
A referendum, conducted in a regular way, approved integration of western Togo 
into the Gold Coast. No Ghanaian Government would agree to reopen this case. 

We are prepared to establish any form of bilateral cooperation with Togo, period, 
that is all." Ghanaian officials say that they are not concerned because the 
irredentist movement in the eastern part of the country goes through frequent 
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phases of inactivity. They add that those who try to stir up the issue are not 
all wholehearted militants; a good number of them are merely profiteers, unscrupu- 
lously playing a double game between Lome and Accra. 


It is nonetheless true that a large Ghanaian community lives in Togo and that 
many Togolese live more or less permanently in Ghana. Among the Mobas, Cotocolis, 
and Cabrais the expression "go to Kumasi" has long symbolized the search for 
Eldorado, and many men from these tribes work as agricultural laborers on the 
Ghana plantations. Thus, both sides are compelled to have a good understanding. 


The same is true of relations with Upper Volta, since many Upper Voltans live 

in the center and south of Ghana: Agricultural workers, traders, but also police 
or soldiers. It is particularly true for the Ivory Coast, with which there was 
brief but violent tension after the tragic death in March of 46 Ghanaian citizens 
at a police station in Agban, in the Abidjan suburbs. Thanks to the mediation 

of General Eyadema, the Togolese chief of state, who had already had occasion to 
play a similar role in the dispute between Mali and Upper Volta, and then between 
Chad and Libya, the relations between Ghana and the Ivory Coast were rapidly 
restored to normal. 


During the last few months exchanges of delegations have increased between Accra 
and Abidjan, while construction is actively underway on the highway between the 

two capitals. This highway, which is only one link in the major planned through 
road to go from Mauritania to Nigeria, will open up both eastern Ivory Coast and 
western Ghana, two areas whose agricultural development potential is considerable. 


People in Accra witness to experiencing some xenophobic feeling, which is also 
demonstrated by Ivorians toward the 300,000 Ghanaians in the south of their 
country. Also, the two countries, which are both cocoa-producers, have not yet 
been able to coordinate their policies on exports. While the Ivorians intend to 
build up stockpiles to force buyers to stop artificial manipulation of prices, 
the Ghanaians--at the end of their resources and drive to bankruptcy--are selling 
all their production at low prices. 


In fact, Ghana's condition of economic, financial and social shipwreck encumbers 
its relations with neighboring countries and Limann's entire policy in relation 
to his international partners and his own compatriots. The future of the 
Ghanaian democracy--an increasingly uncertain future--is shackled to this 
disastrous situation.

VIEWS ON BUDGET DEFICIT--Accra, November 24--Failure to sustain the benefits 

of previous stabilisation programmes in Ghana was due largely to weak fiscal 
policies, Bank of Ghana Governor Alex Ashiabor told the annual dinner of the 
Institute of Bankers here this week, He noted that between 1974 and this year 
Ghana's budget deficit had risen from 154.9 million cedis (some 56 million 
dollars) to 4.7 billion ceais,. Borrowing from the banking system to finance 
that deficit had climed from 128 million cedis to 3.6 billion. Mr Ashiabor said 
records showed that Central Government borrowing had accounted for more than 80 
percent of monetary expansion between 1974-75 and 1980-81. It was thus extremely 
important that the budget be viewed as a major instrument of policy and not just 
as a means of collecting revenue and allocating funds, or of providing a basis 
for an audit, the bank chief said.

MOZAMBICAN NEWSMAN COMMENTS ON PAIGC CONGRESS

[Excerpts] (AIM)--Exactly 1 year later, the thing that everyone was expecting has 
been made official by Guinea-Bissau: the PAIGC's supranational project has been 
buried for good following the premature death constituted by the events of 14 Novem- 
ber 1980, when Luis Cabral's regime was overthrown. 


That, with the obvious exception of the spectacular display surrounding the removal 
of the party's secretary and deputy secretary general (both appointed by the third 
congress), was perhaps the most outstanding development in the special congress that 
ended today. 


Apart from those events, which can be explained by historical facts and paths shared 
by other comrades in struggle, the congress demonstrated great zeal in affirming its 
inherited principles and its attachment to the commitments and solidarities that have 
grown up with the passing of time. ae 


One cannot ignore the efforts made to affirm a nonaligned foreign policy, closer re- 
lations with the countries that shared colonial darkness under the same flag, and 
even the proposition proclaiming a strengthening of relations with the socialist 
countries. 


It will be necessary to bear in mind that a small country in obviously limiting cir- 
cumstances cannot unfurl programmatic banners that will excessively ruffle powerful 
neighbors and frighten off urgent assistance that might be jeopardized by hasty 
labeling. 


Guinea-Bissau recently handed over the weapons in the possession of the "Marxist- 
Leninists" who cried, in a foolhardy action, to do away with the bordello country 
into which "Sir" Jawara has transformed Gambia. 


A second factor to be kept in miml is the appointment of Vasco Cabral as permanent 
secretary of the Party Central Comrittee. 


That leader's prestige and ability are not in question, but it is known that the 
former minister of economic coordination and planning has never renounced his partisan 
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loyalty to Luis Cabral, as was done, incidentally, by a significant number of the 
members of the pre-14 November Executive Bureau. 


It is also true that privately and on specific occasions, Vasco Cabral has never con- 
cealed his criticisms of the economic projects underway and of the way in which the 
government is currently being run. 


In the Political Bureau, whose members include all the key figures in the military 
events of the night of 14 November, Vasco Cabral may be the privileged bridge between 
the old and the new PAIGC in its internal dynamics and in its relations with the out- 
side world, specifically Mozambique, Angola, Sao Tome and Principe, and--why not?-- 
Cape Verde as well.

VIEIRA NOTES WILLINGNESS TO OPEN TALKS WITH CAPE VERDE

[Interview with Nino Vieira by Sol de Carvalho: “We Are Ready for a Dialogue on a 
Basis of Equality") 


[Excerpts] "We are ready for a dialogue with Cape Verde on 
the government and party levels because that is the way it is 
done all over the world,” said Nino Vieira in an exclusive 
interview given to the AIM [MOZAMBIQUE INFORMATION AGENCY] 
correspondent in Bissau. The chairman of the Revolutionary 
Council of Guinea-Bissau emphasized that "Unity must be built 
on a basis of equality, without any difference between the 
two peoples." 


Question: The special congress of the PAGIC [African Independence Party of Guinea- 
Bissau and Cape Verde] represented a readjustment on the party level. Is a read- 
justment also expected on the government” level? 


Answer: There was a certain readjustment on the government level, of course. But 
in practice we managed to keep many of those who were in the preceding administra- 
tion in the same jobs (because many of them had given proof of this). About four 
or five have left the government and were replaced by new ministers. 


But there was more of a readjustment in the party. Regardless of the departure of 
the Cape Verde wing, there was a certain readjustment even among the nationals from 
Guinea. 


Question: The PAGIC accepts the general principle of unity with Cape Verde on "a 
basis of equality." However, in practical terms, it seems to be more and more dis- 
tant. What is the specific dispute that must be resolved to have better relations? 


Answer: Right now it is difficult for us to say anything about this because, so 
far, there has been no approach between the two parties. But, as far as we are 
concerned, unity must be built on a basis of equality, without any difference be- 
tween the two peoples. 


One of the causes of 14 November really was the question of the constitution: Since 
we have a single party, our constitution was completely different from that of Cape 
Verde. There was practically an uprising here because of that. 


Question: Mr President, do you think that, if there were an in-depth discussion 
between the two parties and if conversations were started on the government level, 
the burning problems, especially Navicave, conditions would exist for a dialogue? 
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Answer: That depends on the two parties. We are ready for a dialogue and we are 
ready for unity because this is something that everybody is doing now. As for 
conversations, we are ready at any time to resolve the problems between the two 
states. 


Question: In the commemorative address of 14 November, Your Excellency said that 
for the "future of Guinea-Bissau, there would not be two ways but only one." Could 
you explain? 


Answer: I said that there would not be two ways because there is a tendency on 
the part of certain persons to think that we can accept a multiparty system. We 
think that this is completely impossible because, for a people to be able to follow 
a road of progress and happiness, there has to be a single party with a single way. 


The only way to make a people happy is the socialist way. We have not yet gotten 
there but we are on the way of one day reaching that goal. 


Question: There is a tendency among the international press to involve Guinea- 
Bissau in the Gambian issue. What specifically is happening here? 


Answer: We never thought of intervening in the internal affairs of any country. 
In the specific case of Guinea-Bissau, we asked that nobody intervene. This is an 
internal matter and we have to resolve it. 


But there was confusion in Gambia. That is not the first time. This actually is 
the third time and it was the biggest one of all. They called upon Guinea-Conakry, 
the Soviet Union, Cuba (if I am not mistaken) and Guinea-Bissau. 


We were unable to become involved in this affair. But, by virtue of the geographic 
location and because of the factors I talked about, they escaped in a boat and came 
here. We had to inform the government of Gambia about that and they asked for ex- 
tradition. But we did not go along with that because we have no agreement with 
them to do that sort of thing.

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GOVERNMENT PLANS STRATEGIC MAIZE RESERVE

[Text] A strategic reserve of up tc 4 million bags of maize will be maintained 
by the Government to avoid future shortages. 


The Minister for Economic Planning and Development, Dr Zachary Onyonka, said 
that there was a target to more than double the production of maize and wheat 
over the next 10 years. For this purpose, the use of fertilisers must be 
increased by 20 percent per year and seasonal credit expanded, he said. 


Presenting the half-yearly economic report prepared by his Ministry, Dr Onyonka 
disclosed that there was some improvement in the performance of tise Kenyan economy 
in 1981 which could lead to an estimated increase in gross domestic product by 

4 percent, 


The Minister said that the long rains which came on time during 1981 had a bene- 
ficial effect on output in the agricultural sector. He said substantial increases 
were being recorded in deliveries of not only maize but also pyrethrum, tobacco 
and milk, 


The Minister said that total agricultural output was expected to increase by 
nearly 5 percent in real terms during the year, The manufacturing sector is 
also expected to grow by 4 percent with smaller increases expected in the private 
services sector. 


Referring to the world economic situation, Dr Onyonka said the first nine months 
of 1981 were unfavourable for growth in most developing countries. Reduced 
growth rates in these countries has resulted in slack demand in the industrial 
countries causing problems for the exports of the majority of the non<oil 
developing countries, he said. 


Turning to the agricultural sector, the Minister said the long rains, though 
beneficial to maize production, had an adverse effect on the production of wheat, 
barley and cotton. Falls in production of coffee and sisal have also been 
recorded, he said. Dr Onyonka noted that the increased deliveries of milk to 
the KCC by farmers was the result of better pastures brought about by rain as 
well as the recent increase in the price of milk. 








The Minister said the national food policy introduced earlier this year would 
enable the country to achieve security in food supply. He said production of 
hasic food crops was being expanded and that adequate incentives were being 
offered to obtain good results. The Minister said that storage facilities for 
all food grains was being expanded, 


Giving statistics of performance, the Minister said that deliveries of maize for 
the first six months of the current year to the National Cereals and Produce 
Board increased from 95,769 tonnes in 1980 to 266,460 tonnes in 1981. For the 
whole year, deliveries are forecast to increase by 78 percent to 388,600 tonnes 
in the current year. Last year's production was 217,887 tonnes.

It said: ‘In this 
ordinance, arms includes 
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spears, swords, simis, rungu, 
bows and arrows, clubs and 
such other weapons as the 
Minister by order may deter- 
mine.” 

The law enabled police to 
arrest any African who failed 
to produce a written permit 
for the arms being transpor- 
ted without -warrant. Any 
African convicted of such an 
offence faced a fine not 
exceeding 400/- or up to two 
months’ imprisonment. 

The gazette also announces 
that about 100 companies 
have been struck off the 
Register of Companies.

TRAORE RECEIVES TUNISIAN FOREIGN MINISTER

[Text] The secretary general of the Malian People’s Democratic Party, 
president of the republic Gen Moussa Traore, received in audience at 1000 hours 
the Tunisian minister of foreign affairs, Beji Caid es-° >si. The Tunisian 
minister delivered a written message from President Habib Bourguiba to 
President Moussa Traore. This current visit by Beji Caid es-Sebsi, which is 
the evidence of the ties of friendship linking the Tunisian and Malian 
peoples, will strengthen cooperation between the two countries. The need 

for ovz two countries, which have always demonstrated the necessary mutual 
support and understanding, to widen the sphere of cooperation between them 

was lengthily stressed by the Tunisian minister. 


According to the head of state, Tunisians and Malians are not only bound to 
strengthen the bonds of friendship between them, but also have to do all in 
their power to raise the level of cooperation between the two countries up to 
that of our friendship. The need to promote real cooperation between developing 
countries and to strengthen dialogue and cooperation between Arabs and Africans 
also came up for discussion during the talks held in the presence cf the 
ambassador of Tunisia to Mali. The minister of foreign affairs and international 
cooperation, Alioune Blondin Beye, and our ambassador to Tunisia, (Sirakatou) 
Cisse. 


In his message, President Habib Bourguiba extended an invitation to President 
Moussa Traore to go on an official visit to Tunisia and this fraternal invitation 
was accepted with pleasure by the head of state. The date for the visit will be 
fixed later by mutual agreement through diplomatic channels. 


At the end of this audience Tunisian Minister Beji Caid es-Sebsi declared he was 
satisfied with his first rou-d of talks with the head of state. 


"Begin Caid es-Sebsi recording] First of all, I would like to tell you that I am 
very happy and honored to have heen received by President Moussa Traore with whom 
I held discussiens which he himself described as very constructive and very 

interesting. During these talks I had the honor and pleasure to transmit a message

DELEGATION ATTENDS SOLIDARITY MEETING IN KABUL

[Text] Mozambique is participating in the work of the Ninth Session of the Presidium 
of the AAPSO, now underway in Kabul, the capital of Afghanistan. The delegation from 
the People's Republic of Mozambique is headed by Helder Martins, deputy in the People's 
Assembly, who is taking part in the meeting as a representative of AMASP (Mozambican 
Association for Friendship and Solidarity with Peoples). 


During a stopover in Moscow, Helder Martins granted an interview to NOVOSTI, the So- 
viet press agency, during which he discussed southern Africa's situation as it faces 
escalating aggression by the Pretoria regime against the region's independent countries. 


On that subject, Helder Martins said that "“imperialism's maneuvers against the Afri- 
can states, especially the progressive states of Africa, are directed in large part 
against our country, Angola, and other countries in the region such as Zimbabwe, 
Botswana, and others." 


He also said: "The imperialists cannot accept the fact that our peoples have freed 
themselves from coionia’ism's claws and decided to follow the path of socialist de- 
velopment. 


"In particular, imperialism cannot tolerate the fact that Angola and Mozambique are 
two countries headed by Marxist-Leninist parties." 


Also during his interview with the NOVOSTI reporter, Helder Martins discussed the 
efforts now underway to combat underdevelopment in our country. 


He said: “Our concer is to build socialism and conquer underdevelopment, and we have 
mapped out a strategy for breaking completely with underdevelopment in this decade." 


Helder Martins also said that in the economic area, the various cooperation projects 
with countries belonging to the SADCC are also a challenge to all of imperialism's 
maneuvers in the region. 


Discussing the work of the Ninth Session of the Presidium of the AAPSO, Helder Martins 
said that "the position of the party and government of the People's Republic of Mozam- 
bique with respect to Afghanistan is very clear. Our party considers that every peo- 
ple has the right to build socialism."

WAGE INCENTIVES, DECREASES SET IN AGRICULTURE 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 14 Nov 81 p 1 


[Article by Antonio Souto: "Success Depends on the Individual--Wages Depend on 
Success" ] 


[Excerpts] "The objective conditions for the success of the 
first-phase crops in the 1981-1982 agricultural season are guar- 
anteed on the state farms under the UDA [agricultural management 
units]. The accomplishment of the goals now depends on the in- 
dividual. If there are any failures, they will be a reflection 
of the problems of organization, discipline, supervisions, in 
summary, factors which depend on the determination of the workers 
and the officials on each level," our reporter was told yesterday 
by one of the national officials who attended the third manage- 
ment counci. meeting of the UDA (agricultural management unit) 
held this week in Macuse, in Zambezia. 


This internal UDA meeting, which was attended by about 50 workers from the state 
agricultural sector and officials from the central government, was considered a 
crucial moment for the success of the first-phase crops. Among these crops we 
must single out corn and rice nationwide and potatoes especially in Niassa and 
Angonia. These are crops which are now in the planting stage. 


It was found at the meeting that, for the first time since independence, almost 
all of the production factors necessary for the operation of the state farms were 
provided at the right time. The attainment of the objectives by each unit there- 
fore depends fundamentally on the way in which man manages to use these factors. 


In an effort to give responsibility to all workers involved in this process, meas- 
ures were taken of a political and administrative character, covering all agencies 
under the UDA. 


In addition to measures of a political nature, essentially missing at the start of 

collective management, plus individual responsibility, actions of an administrative 
character were decided and completed; these actions are clearly aimed at rewarding 

good work and punishing poor work. 


The basic principle behind these actions consists in linking the salary of each of- 


ficial--from the UDA director to the block leader on the state farm--to the results 
of his work and to the way in which it is done. 
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"Ten percent of the salary of each of these officials will be withheld until the 
end of the season. If the goals are attained, the money will be returned. ‘If the 
goals are not attained for internal reasons, such as carelessness, disorganization, 
or other aspects, the officials responsible for this will not get this money and 
may possibly be subjected to other measures. If the goals are exceeded, the of- 
ficials responsible for that will be properly rewarded," we were told by one of 
the national directors of the Ministry of Agriculture who was present at the meet- 
ing. 


In addition to this measure, which it is hoped will have a great impact on respon- 
sibility in production management, the Ministry of Agriculture will carry out other 
actions more specifically aimed at establishing better and more permanent super- 
vision over agricultural production. 


"The national directors of the Ministry of Agriculture will be made responsible 
for keeping tabs on the situation in certain production areas. They will do this 
by supervising the process through periodic work inspections at the production 
units," the same source told us. 


Another measure deals with the obligation of each official on the various levels 
periodically to provide information by filling out a certain form, indicating how 
the harvest drive is coming along. It has also been established in this connection 
that, if there are any delays in the forwarding of this information due to failure 
on the part of the official, he will lose 1 percent of his salary for every day 
beyond the report deadline. 


Equally important measures were also taken to link the state farms to the coopera- 
tives. This link essentially is aimed at developing forms of socialist cooperation 
between the state sector and the cooperative sector.

PRISONS YESTERDAY, REEDUCATION CAMP TODAY

[Text] There were no police in the liberated area. The population directly took 
over the administration of justice, inspired by the policy of the party which 
organized it during liberation. 


Taking a closer look at this aspect of the "laboratories of the revolution" as an 
example to be followed on a worldwide level, the victory in the long and arduous 
fight launched for defense and security will, in the long run, lead to the disap- 
pearance of specific institutions established for this purpose because there will 
be no need for their existence as such. The need will be taken care of through 
direct democratic practices by the organized community as one of many other func- 
tions to be performed. 


A short-term stage can be and must be the triumph of the idea and practice of re- 
education rather than imprisonment. 


Prison chains and prisons themselves, which we inherited, were built from all as- 
pects, including architectural and ideological, for purposes running counter to 
the purposes of popular and revolutionary justice. 


They were designed for preventively separating from society a certain type of 
human scum who would violate the standards governing a society. 


The prisons held not only common criminals but also persons sent there for reli- 
gious, racist, and capitalist reasons, for the purpose of making them "pay" the 
penalty in keeping with their color and social status; they were just as many 
colonial "purgatories" erected to worship the "god" of capital. 


Down through the years, for well-known reasons, these chains and prisons were used 
by the RPM [People's Republic of Mozambique]. As was to be expected, the use of 
these facilities was in keeping with the initial “logic” behind their construction, 
complete with prisoners, guards, officers, and prison wardens. These aspects are 
still reflected today in many of these prisons in the form of overcrowding, in 
less than minimum conditions, in promiscuity, in the internal operating regula- 
tions and in the petty and big corruption, harassment, and humiliations.

Reeducation, the reeducation centers, are in fact the correct response to this; 
they are the means which reflect the realization that it is the leading force of 
society that must lead the elements who have violated the standards back into the 
fold. 


The anomalies and irregularities encountered in many of them boil down exactly to 
this: They are anomalies and irregularities pertaining to a revolutionary concept 
of reeducation. They are the remnants and infiltrations of colonial-capitalist 
ideology with respect to the popular alternatives in its true conception. 


The reeducation centers--correctly conceived--are an integral part of the communi- 
ties which must assume responsibility for the return of these "segments of humanity 
who had been considered to have been lost. They are the practical assertion that 
nobody is born a criminal. They are the training school of liberty for alienated 
men and women who never had an opportunity to believe in their own transformation. 


In some reeducation centers, the action of infiltrators has helped turn some peopie 
into reactionaries. 


The fight must be conducted to make sure that all centers, in practice and on the 
basis of the concept of justice governing them, will contribute to the development 
of more revolutionaries.

POOR PORT HANDLING AFFECTS COASTAL SHIPPING

[Text] The low yield from the handling of cargo brought in by 
coastal shipping in the port of Maputo has resulted in serious 
underutilization of the vessel "Pemba," which is the country's 
biggest maritime transport unit. If this situation does not 
change in the next several days, the vessel ‘Pemba" will be able 
to stay in the port of the capital for about 30 days, a span of 
time considered unacceptable according to port operations stan- 
dards. 


The port operations output at Maputo dropped drastically in recent months, hitting 
coastal vessels particularly hard. 


The productivity indexes dropped severely and this situation is a matter of extreme 
concern to the local port authorities but above all to the shipping companies 
themselves. 


The port of the Mozambican capital has relatively good port equipment for loading 
and unloading operations. For medium-tonnage vessels such as the "Liazi" or the 
"Chinde," the port is equipped to handle an average of 400 tons per day. 


Productivity in coastal shipping areas has dropped to such an extent that it is 
many times impossible to handle even half of the cargo anticipated per day for 
each vessel tied up there. 


In the specific case of the "Pemba," the situation is alarming. After all the 
figures have been added up, looking at the current rate of loading and unloading, 
the vessel will be able to stay in Maputo 28 days just to handle 12,712 tons. 


Under normal conditions, taking into account the operational capacity of the port 
in the country's capital, those 12,712 tons can be handled in just 10 days, if 
that much. 


Right now, about 454 tons per day are being handled on the "Pemba," whereas the 


average for this type of vessel should be 900 tons. 


This finding indicates that productivity in the specific case of the “Pemba” has 
dropped to about 50 percent. 





This is expressed in the serious underutilization of the biggest vessel in the 
nation's coastal shipping fleet. The situation is even more serious if we realize 
that the "Pemba" returned a short time of Italy, where it underwent major repairs 
costing the country a tremendous amount in foreign exchange. 


Now, since its capacity is not being adequately used, as indicated by the above 
statistics, how can we reproduce the money (in foreign exchange) spent on its 
repair lasting more than one year? 


By the same token, how can we contemplate the future procurement of new vessels 
to enlarge the nation's coastal shipping fleet? 


These are often details of an organizational nature but in practice their reflec- 
tions harm the execution and accomplishment of the plan, in this case, one of the 
key sectors in terms of shipping strategic products for domestic consumption and 
export.

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NEW IMPORT SYSTEM EASES CUMBERSOME REGULATIONS

[Text] The Import Bulletin (BRI) and the current licensing system have been abolished. 
{n the future, import licenses will be issued directly by the foreign trade enter- 
prises. The implications of those measures were the dominant theme during yesterday's 
session by the Seminar on the New System of Provision and Supply Through Imports, now 
underway in Maputo. 


The BRI--the colonial system's symbol of red tape--was a real bottleneck in foreign 
trade activity. 


During the Political and Organizational Offensive launched by President Samora Machel 
personally last year, the delays in withdrawing most of the merchandise found in the 
warehouses--some of it in a state of deterioration--were due to complications arising 
from the red tape involved in the import licensing process. 





As a result of the bureaucratic channels required by the BRI, the merchandise would 
frequently disappear or the relevant documents would expire, causing trouble and de- 
lays in withdrawing it. 


The participants in the seminar, which is being presided over by Salomao Munguambe, 
minister of foreign trade, also discussed the study on the new import system and the 
mechanisms to be adopted to prevent unnecessary delays in withdrawing merchandise. 


A correct definition of the duties and functions of Customs and ADENA was another 
matter studied during yesterday's session. Concerning Customs, the need was noted 
for a thorough study of that institution's functions, since they sometimes overlap 
those of ADENA. 


Also presented at the same session was a report on activities by the Ministry of For- 
eign Trade's National Directorate of Trade Policy. Progress was noted in increasing 
trade relations with the socialist countries. 


In the area of trade with the capitalist countries, relations of interdependence 
rather than dependence were stressed by Daniel Gabriel, national director of that 
department. 
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Those successes are due above all to a new trade policy aimed at winning new foreign 
markets. Active participation by those involved in foreign trade and new forms of 
trade promotion in connection with our products, including visits by delegations from 
our country to various socialist and capitalist countries, have made it possible not 
only to look into better markets for imports but also to expand our export areas. 


Gabriel said: "We have therefore been able to win more markets for tea, sugar, cotton, 
fibers, and wood." 


Jose Marques, national director of trade operations in the Ministry of Foreign Trade, 
presented a report accompanied by slides concerning the new supply system.

SOME COOPERANTS CHARGED WITH DEFRAUDING CUSTOMS

[Excerpts] Some of the national and foreign citizens working in 
Mozambique do not pay the proper customs duties when entering and 
leaving the country. Under the terms of their contracts, some 
cooperants are also authorized to take out goods acquired in Mo- 
zambique without paying customs duties, but that exemption is a 
violation of customs regulations, since only the minister of fi- 
nance is authorized to grant exemptions from the duties in ques- 
tion.

Some of the contracts covering foreign citizens who come to work in Mozambique con- 
ta_n clauses exempting them from the payment of customs duties. 


Like any other passenger in the airports, they are exempt from paying duty on their 
baggage, meaning clothing and small quantities of other items of little value that 
belong to them and are for personal use. Also exempt from duty are other items such 
as sound equipment, phonograph records, and typewriters considered to be for personal 
use. 


But the contracts also contain other clauses exempting cooperants from the payment 
of duty even when exporting Mozambican goods after the contract has expired, meaning 
that they are exempt from paying duty when they take out goods acquired in our coun- 


try. 


When they arrive in our country, some of the cooperants pass through the VIP room 
(the room reserved for important people) and are greeted by officials from the de- 
partments where they are going to work. 


Officials from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs are present in the airport to direct 
the new arrivals to the customs officials. 


Some of the cooperants do not submit the required customs declaration, however. Ac- 
cording to the Maputo Customs Directorate, they claim that none was demanded of them 
when they landed. The customs director says that passengers in the VIP room are not 
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exempt from inspection, but because of the very nature of the room itself (being re- 
served for important people), they are considered above suspicion. 


The result is that when a cooperant's contract is about to expire, his supervising 
department sends a memo to the Provincial Customs Directorate "requesting its under- 
standing" in countersigning the declaration of personal goods. But the declaration 
cannot be compared with the list of goods owned on entering the country, because 
t..zre was no declaration of goods at that time, and this violates the legislative 
provisions. 


Conflict Between Law and Contract 


According to the legal provisions regulating the customs service, 180 days are allowed 
for the free entry cf baggage, regardless of whether the passenger arrives before or 
after the baggage. 


But there have been several occasions when personal goods were delivered to their 
owners even after a year of service in the country. Customs does not collect the 
required duty, since the contract stipulates that baggage can enter free of duty at 
any time during the period of service. 


According to the Maputo customs director, those contract provisions violate the rules 
in force, since according to a circular that has been distributed, only the minister 
of finance has authority to grant exemption from the payment of customs duties. 


On the other hand, some Mozambican citizens also try to violate customs regulations. 
When they go abroad and buy various articles, they refuse to pay the applicable duty. 
Departments in some ministries immediately send memos requesting the “understanding 
of customs.” 


Antonio Milice, customs director in Maputo, says: "Several times we are called in for 
not being cooperative." 


Is this constant violation of customs regulations what is meant by taking steps to 
debureaucratize the Customs Service, as some are trying to do?

ITALIAN-SWEDISH COOPERATION IN ELECTRICITY PROJECT

[Article by Antonio Souto: "Power Line Will Distribute More Energy] 


[Text] Last weekena, a contract was signed for the construction of 
the high-voltage network called the “southern line." The contract 
was signed between Electricity of Mozambique and an Italian-Swedish 
consortium made up of the SADELMI and ASEIA enterprises. 


The project, estimated at about 1 million contos,with a length of approximately 
400 kilometers, will link the future hydroelectric power plant at Massingir to 
the system that presently supplies Maputo. 





The construction of the southern line will take about 2 years at the end of which, 
in 1984, we expect the hydroelectric power plant at Massingir to go into operation. 
It is expected that, within several months, a contract will also be signed for the 
construction of this power plant which will be built at the present Massingir dam. 


The southern line will run between Maputo and Massingir. A substation will be 

built at Lionde, permitting the supply of energy to a vast area in Limpopo. Between 
Lionde and Limpopo a branch will be built to supply Xai-Xai where another substation 
will also be built. 


The link with the system currently supplying Maputo,using energy produced in Cahora 
Bassa, running through South Africa, will turn this line into a very important in- 
strument for the economic development of the entire southern part of the country. 





The construction of this line, as well as the hydroelectric power plant at Massingir, 
which is calculated to have a power of about 40 Mw, should thus sustain some of the 
projects planned in the program in the region of Limpopo and Incomati. 


The contract that was now signed, and the contract expected to be signed with rela- 
tion to the Massingir power plant, express the materialization of one of the main 
aspects of the country's energy policy. This policy calls for the electrification 
of the rural areas, particularly the centers where big industrial and agricultural 
projects will be set up, on the basis of the generation of hydroelectric energy, 
through the utilization of the water power in the many rivers flowing through the 
country. — 
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Other Projects 


In this context, the northern line is already in an advanced phase of construction 
and we look forward to the expansion of the capacity at Cahora Bassa with the in- 
stallation of a new power plant. This new power plant will increase the current 
capacity at Cahora Bassa from 2,075 Mw to about 3,600 Mw. This new power plant is 
scheduled to go into operation in 1987/1988. 


An expansion of Cahora Bassa through the construction of the northern power plant 
could increase cooperation with the neighboring countries which are members of the 
SADCC [Conference for Development Coordination in Southern Africa] since the energy 
produced by this complex will be extremely cheap and offer great advantages in com- 
parison to other energy generation projects planned in the region. 


Some of the characteristics of this undertaking as well as the start of other 
distribution networks still depend on the requests to be addressed to Mozambique 
within the context of SADCC. 


These new undertakings--the southern line, the Massingir power plant, the northern 
line, the northern power plant at Cahora Bassa-—as well as other, similarly planned 
projects will form a vast energy distribution network throughout national territory; 
this will be one of the foundations for balanced and independent growth of the 
country's economy. 


In an attempt to prevent this development, armed bands of Mozambican traitors, with 
the support of South African military specialists, have been concentrating their 
crimes on these targets, carrying out acts of sabotage in various infrastructure 
sectors of the energy system already installed in the country. 


Examples of these sabotage operations can be found on the high-voltage power line 
towers from Cahora Bassa, as well as the central line linking Chicamba and Mavudzi 
to Beira. 


In all cases however the combined action of the People's Liberation Forces of 
Mozambique and the workers in the energy industry made it possible to restore these 
systems by rebuilding what had been destroyed.

Mr Kaura added that he

GOVERNMENT, THREE OPPOSITION PARTY LEADERS NOTE PROGRAMS 
PS Program 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 135, Nov 81 pp 31-32, 33 
[Interview with Magatte Lo, deputy secretary general of the PS [Socialist Party] ] 


[Excerpts] [Answer] The party evolved through a series of mergers into the UPS 
[Senegalese Progressive Union] and finally, since the last Congress, the PS. 


This has been the history of my party over time, but its main objective has been to 
liberate Senegal and consolidate our independence, basing its actions on socialism 
and on democracy. Our ideology is democratic socialism. We consider that there can 
be no development or progress in Senegal outside of soctalism. But, quite naturally, 
we reject Marxism-Leninism because we support freedom and democracy. And this is 
the basic reason we have opted for democratic socialism. That was our choice. 


As for the activities of my party, they cover every domain of the national life. 
There is first of all, because of our orientation, the question of organizing the 
masses, training them, educating them, getting them engaged in development activities, 
in order to provide for a completely just and fair distribution of what the nation 
produces and to bring progress to the masses. 


[Question ] What relations do you maintain with the opposition? 


[Answer] Absolutely correct relations. We believe that we are the most strongly 
attached to the idea that our country deserves to be a democratic country. Thus, 
for example, it was because of our party's determination that we enacted legislation 
permitting the existence of political parties. We believe that both we and the 
opposition must protect our experiment in democracy. Success will depend on the 
efforts of both sides. 


We have normal relations with the opposition. All the same, we may consider our- 
selves closer to some than to others, because of our varying orientations. It is 
obvious that one can maintain closer ties with a party like the RND [Democratic 
National Rally] which considers itself a nationalist party, than with another which 
considers itself Marxist-Leninist. Thus, it is a question of the orientations of 
the different parties, and it is this which explains and justifies the kind of ties 
we maintain with them. 
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[Question] What is your policy toward the masses? 


[Answer] Our policy toward the Senegalese masses is to raise thetr standard of liv- 
ing. Also, we advocate a policy of general progress for all of Senegal'’s social strata. 
That means that we think we must once again mobilze the masses and put them to work, 

to ensure a just distribution of the nation's production and thus to achieve progress, 
development and the flourishing of the masses. This is our objective, this is our 

aim, it is our reason for existence. 


[Quest ion ] Do you not see a contradiction between that desire for progress and the 
increasing poverty in Senegal? 


[Answer] I think that the increasing poverty is temporary, but in any case no one 

can be unaware of or deny the efforts being made by the party and the government to 
bring progress to the Senegalese people. At the present time, we see the international 
conditions that prevail; also, agricultural production in Senegal has been held back 
for more than 10 years by drought; when one also looks in terms of trade at the 

strains on the market economy, one can understand what may be perceived as Senegal's 
increasing poverty. But in reality I do not know if what you say is true, that 

poverty is increasing. Understand that I am from the bush and I spent my vacation 

at my birthplace in Linguere. I did not see poverty, not at all. 


I should say all the same that if one can see in Dakar what you call poverty this is 
because in truth people are not staying in the bush to work, even when there has been 
a good rainy season, as was the case this year. The people have the option of stay- 
ing in the bush and working. And we have continued to put agricultural supplies at 
their disposal: equipment, tools, fertilizer, seed. And--as it happened this year-- 
the people can certainly find work in the bush, get enough food and perhaps also 

raise their standard of living. Instead of that, for them all to come to Dakar to 
join the ranks of the unemployed, often without a roof over their heads.,.,Obviously, 
the government should do something to see that they all return to the bush, and this 
is one of its basic concerns and relates to its intended regionalization and decentral- 
ization of economic and social planning. But once again, everywhere in the world is 
found this trend toward the unreasonable growth of the population of the cities, of 
the numbers of unemployed and of idlers; it is unfortunate, but that is the way things 
are. In any case, I must say that this poverty one sees in Dakar is something I did 
not see at all in the bush, where meat is much less expensive, where people are 
getting a nutritious diet based on millet. Why do people always want to eat rice 

when millet is available? Finally, we do not yet produce enough rice to sustain the 
whole population of Senegal on rice. If that is a problem, and we admit that it is, 
people should think about the fact that it is possible to live elsewhere than Dakar. 


I would like you to tell me some other reasons besides those I mentioned, which are 
very real: international conditions are worse. We may have beaten the word to 

death but it is still true that the drought has gone on for a dozen years, this is 
the truth. The government has given a lot of thought to the efforts needed to put 

an end to that or at least to alter or modify the basic environment. When we have 
talked about dams, it has been in this context. When we ask the ministry of water 
works to drill more wells in the interior of the country, this ts to make it possible 
for the peasants, in case of drought, to find enough water to keep up their little 
kitchen-gardens and other food crops, The facts are there. Circumstances have 
created them. It is not our fault that is how they are. The drought was not our 
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fault. Whether there is a certain amount of poverty, and whether it is worse in the 
interior than in Dakar is a matter of opinion. In any case, I myself consider that 
in the interior life is much simpler than the life many people lead in Dakar who have 
no work and no attachments, who live in the street and have nothing to eat. I 
consider that it is much more becoming in such circumstances to stay in the interior 
and live there modestly but keeping some pride and civic spirit rather than to come 
to Dakar as an idler. And I say: compare Senegal to the neighboring states, we 
stand up well by comparison. To reiterate, it is not our fault, it is not our 
party's fault if we live in the conditions we see today. And I do not just mean in 
our own environment. Take a look at the big industrialized countries, developed 
countries such as Great Britain. You know what has happened there recently, because 
of unemployment and inflation. You know that gangs of young people, and these are by 
no means just limited to blacks, have started fires in the cities and pillaged auto- 
mobiles because unemployment has increased, You also know very well that if France 
was able to save itself at the last possible moment by changing policies, this was 
precisely because life at that moment was very difficult, Still, the government of 
the Socialist Party has the duty to find other means of alleviating the situation. 

We are dedicated to doing that by means of the recovery plan which has been launched 
into operation. 


[Question] And the cost of living? 


[Answer] The best way to struggle against high costs is more and more production. 
This is our main and fundamental concern, We should make a nationwide effort to in- 
crease production so we will not have to import certain products, 


[Question] What do you think about the corruption problem we face now in Senegal? 


[Answer] We condemn it, just as we raise our voices against ill-gotten gain. And 
to fight against those scourges, we have set up a number of organization. The 
government will not shrink from coming down with a heavy hand against all those who 
need to serve as examples. We want to clean up political ethics, To this end, we 
have established an investigative brigade to investigate the sources of ill-gotten 
gains, to see whether some official or other is implicated, It has tetal freedom of 
action. Also, a tribunal and judges have been named; sanctions have been authorized. 
The authority to punish and the resources to investigate now exist, The new 
authorities have all the jurisdiction they need, 


[Question] What are your thoughts about the 1983 elections? 

[Answer] I think that in 1983 all the rules of the game will be respected. 
[Question] What if the PS were not to be in the majority in 1983, what would you do? 
[Answer] I have a full grasp of current realities, and though I am not a prophet-- 
that is not my vocation--I know the PS will make it, Its ties, its roots, its base 


with the populace, I know all these. I also know what the other parties are, what 
they are worth and what they represent, 


The PS wiil have more than 50 percent in the first round, this is what I firmly believe. 
It will not even be possible to cheat them out of it, because the government has en- 
trusted the holding of the elections and the verification of results to the magistrates, 
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who are completely free and independent. But I am starting from the current strength 
of the political parties. I consider that we will far surpass 50 percent in the 
first round. 


PDS Program 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 135, Nov 81 pp 33, 34-35, 36 


[Interview with Fara Ndiaye, deputy secretary general of the Senegalese Democratic 
Party [PDS], by Awa Thiam, date and place not given] 


[Excerpts] [Question] Could you tell us briefly about your party? 


[Answer] In 1975, a meeting of friends of Mr Wade took place, The purpose was to 
think about Senegal's problems. A manifesto was subsequently drawn up, It was 
signed by the Senegalese cadres. The purpose was to express ourselves on a number 
of problems relating to the policy of social and economic development, 


The PDS is a party whose overall objective is to contribute to the improvement of 
Senegalese development. At the very first press conference, Mr Wade used the term 
"party of contribution"--an expression which has served to describe the PDS. We 
have a 5-point platform: restoration of democracy, real independence, use of the 
national resources for the benefit of Senegalese nationals, determination to 
struggle for African unity, unconditional solidarity with liberation movements, 
All this is in order to establish a socialist and democratic society founded on 
laborite doctrine. 


[Question] What do you mean by "laborite"? 


[Answer] The laborite doctrine is a unique attempt we have made to produce a doctrine 
which is our own and which bases development on the labor component. Production has 
three components: capital, tools (machinery) and labor (manpower). We are deficient 
in the first two components and moreover dependent on foreign sources, We have put 
special emphasis on the one component which we have in abundance and which depends 

on ourselves alone. The laborite doctrine is a doctrine which should lead to the 
disappearance of social inequilities. It is, of course, a socialist laborism or a 
laborite socialism that must be founded on democracy. 


[Question] How are your relations with the present government? 


[Answer] The PDS is an opposition party, but not opposed to the system, We have made 
ourselves clear on this subject. Our goal is to come to power to change the policies, 
This leads us to take a critical attitude toward what the present government is 

doing. Similarly, we applaud when the government takes some action that is in 
accordance with our objectives. But there are fundamental differences between the 
government and ourselves. We disapprove of the overall development policy which has 
been practiced and curried out in Senegal. We continually differ with the present 
governing team on questions of managing the economy, domestic policy, their views on 
democracy (cf. our position papers). 


[Question] What does that mean, in concrete terms? 
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[Answer] Senegal is going through a very serious economic and financial crisis. We 
do not agree with the government's recovery plan. We do not agree on either the 
causes or the remedies set out by the government. In addition, we do not endorse 
its foreign policy. We have condemned Senegal's intervention in Shaba in 1978, as 
well as the more recent one in Gambia. We are against the government's position on 
Angola. 


[Question] What is the policy you are advocating for the Senegalese masses, and 
for Senegal in general--socially, economically and politically? 


[Answer] Since 1960, Senegal's development plan has depended on external assistance. 
This is not right. Senegalese must begin to rely on themselves. We should pay 
special attention to agriculture so as to assure the population of food self-sufficiency. 
Senegalese men and women need first of all to be able to eat their fill, and after 
that they need their health. Education--which is a necessity--should be adapted to 
our own society. That is of high priority. We disagree with the government's 
analysis of the causes of the economic crisis Senegal is experiencing; the reason: 
mentioned are drought, insufficient rainfall, crisis, inflation, oil, etc...Those 
are false. But we know the real causes. There are internal causes. It is a 
question of an ill-conceived development policy, of poor administration and of 
corruption. 


[Question] What do you think about the problem of corruption in Senegal today? 


[Answer] There is corruption in every social stratum, both in the cities and in the 
countryside. Virtue and quality are being lost. There ts a change in the qua‘ity 
of social relations. 


[Quest ion ] An alteration? 


[Answer] Yes. The values on which Senegalese society was founded (honor, dignity, 
love of work, etc...) are being lost. The struggle against corruption cannot succeed 
without a change of policy. 


[Question] Do you think that the situation we have in which the cost of living con- 
tinues to grow faster than wages is acceptable? If so, why? If no, what can be 
done? 


[Answer] The cost of living is very high. It grows day by day, That is a very 
serious matter for the people. Living conditions are more than difficult. But this 
situation can be avoided. I think that it is not inevitable, Another policy is 
possible, which would lead to a better life. This goes back to the five platform 
points I have already mentioned. 


In addition, the cost of food commodities and housing is extremely high. Wages 

are low. In similar fashion, people are paying a great deal of taxes to support the 
administrative machinery and to support the government in a lifestyle which is not 
in accord with the present resources of the country. There is absolutely no reason 
today for a minister to have a fleet of four or five automobiles at his disposal. 
The state, today, is spending more than 4 billion [Fr CFA] for housing them, send- 
ing them to meetings, maintaining them: this is primarily a matter of housing for 
technical advisers and for government agents. 
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[Question] How can the increasing underdevelopment of Senegal be stopped? 


[Answer] First of all we must be clear about what we mean by underdevelopment. I 
personally consider there is underdevelopment in a country when people cannot eat 
their fill, and do not have medical care when they are sick, and when the majority 

of them are without education--and on the basis of those criteria one can say that 
there is underdevelopment. Senegal is a strange country, to my mind. Just as you 
have pockets of very advanced development, so you also have sectors of total under- 
development. How to get out of this? That question brings us back once again to our 
platform: feeding ourselves, housing ourselves, clothing ourselves... 


[Question] What are your thoughts on the 1983 elections? 


[Answer] 1983 is going to be an important election year for Senegal, for the 
Senegalese, for the political parties and for their leaders. Most Senegalese today, 
now in 1981, are hoping for a change. We will do everything possible to bring about 
that change. 


[Question] What will be your strategy and tactics for 1983? 


[Answer] I think it is premature in 1981 to tell the press what our strategy and 
tactics for 1983 will be. We want to bring about change. And we consider that we 
are the party in the best position to bring about that change. Thus, we will do all 
we can to guide the destiny of the country.

[Question] Would you be prepared to come to an agreement with the current government? 
If so, would you do so alone? If not, with whom would you be willing to join in a 
government? 


[Answer] That does not always depend on us. We are in favor of dialogue with any 
party. We are ready to discuss a program to change the situation with any other 
political party. And we are ready to work together with any other political party. 
With regard to the possibility some day of coming to power, it is not our intent to 
be satisfied with just a few ministerial portfolios and a few ambassadors. But, if 
we are invited to sit around a iable to discuss what is needed for Senegal to escape 
from its current predicament, we will give our point of view. Will we come to an 
agreement ? We would like to, but we cannot prejudge the issue. What is at stake is 
how the Senegal of tomorrow will be governed. But we do have strict conditions. 
Senegal must have free and democratic elections. It seems to us this is basic. 


If the PDS were to have the largest number of votes in the first round, it would 
invite the other parties to work with us to define a national program of public wel- 
fare, of recovery. Once defined, the PDS would be prepared to join in a government 
with those who accept that program. If some other varty wins a majority in the 
elections, our response will be the same. For us, cue only problem is agreeing on 

a program. 


[Quest ion ] Even if it were the party now in power? 


[Answer ] Yes, even if that were the case. 
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LD-MPT Program 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 135, Nov 81 pp 36, 37, 38 


[Interview with Babacar Sane, secretary general of the Democractic League-Movement 
for the Labor Party [LD-MPT], by Awa Thiam, date and place not given ] 


[Text] [Question] Could you tell us briefly about your sanitieds When was it formed? 
What are its objectives? What are its activities? 


[Answer] We have existed as a party since 1974. We are a communist organization 
which emerged from a faction of the PAI [African Independence Party]. Today that 
faction is the MPT. The democratic League calls itself a working class party and is 
working toward the creation of a powerful Marxist-Leninist party. And that is one of 
its principal problems. The PAI found itself unable to build up a strong party. 

The Democratic League goes beyond that faction. It has had remarkable growth and 
development, both qualitatively and quantitatively. Tightly structured from top to 
bottom, it is working intensely to establish a base in the Cap-Vert region and hopes 
to do as much in the other regions. For example it has opened up a party school at 
the national level. We are in every party of the country. We have representatives 
in most of the villages. 


Our organization is headed by the congress. The latter is composed of 19 members. 

It elects the first secretary for each region. By region, we mean regional coordina- 
tion. It is composed of the various divisions of the region, which themselves have 
been established by base committees in the residential neighborhoods. In the Cap- 
Vert region, we have base committees, A base committee has 9 to 25 members. As I 
already told you, we are trying to establish a base, It ts a question of recruit- 
ment, propaganda and agitation in the sense of acquainting people with our organiza- 
tion. It is in this context that we have opened a French-language training school 
and a Wolof-language training school. The former holds classes every Tuesday, and 
the latter every Friday. Every Saturday we have no-holds-barred debates. The line 
our organization takes requires us to work for unity among Marxists. We assume the 
fact that there is a division within the Marxist family ({ndependent Labor Party, 
African Independence Party). The others do not claim to be Marxists (Peoples Demo- 
cratic Union and And-Jef--MRDN [Revolutionary Movement for the New Democracy]). It 
is obvious that there are differences between the PIT [Independent Labor Party] and 
the PAI, which we are struggling to reconcile. One of the objectives of our meet- 
ings, conferences and debates is to act in such a way that our organization plays a 
catalyzing role in the Marxist movement. This is why we have had indirect contacts-- 
indirectly, through Coordination of the United Senegalese Opposition (COSU), and 
direct ties up to 1979--with the illegal PAI (now the PIT). Also we have remained in 
contact with Majhmout's PAI, and we met with them not more than 10 days ago. 


[Question] How are your relations with the present government? And with the other 
opposition parties? 


[Answer] We have none. With the current government, We have ties with AJ 
[And-Jef ] through COSU, on a multilateral basis. We do not have any bilateral re- 
lations. We have divergent views on the SINO-Soviet situation. The concept of 
"social imperialism" as applied to the USSR is meaningless, as far as we are con- 
cerned. It is untrue to say that the USSR is a revisionist country, We have 
excellent relations with the RND [Democratic National Rally]. They have a platform 
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of struggle, unity of action. Up to now we have had nothing to do with the PDS 
except at the time of the Gambian affair. And there it was a question of multi- 
lateral action, of uniting to confront the state's media monopoly. Other than that, 
we have worked together in drawing up a letter of protest to the prime minister. 

We have bilateral consultations with the MDP [People's Democratic Movement ]. 


[Question] What is your policy toward the Senegalese masses? And your policy for 
Senegal in general--socially, economically, politically? 


[Answer] We would suggest that if readers of AFRICA wish to be better informed they 
read FAGARU, our party organ. It faithfully reflects the central committee. Our 
organization is in favor of national and social liberation. We want to achieve social 
well-being and progress for all of the Senegalese people--the workers and peasants 

in particular--under the aegis of the party of the proletariat. We are working with 
the RND and the MDP to break imperialism's hold on our country. We want a demo- 
cratic and national state oriented toward the camp of progress and supporting all 

the national liberation movements. 


[Question] What do you think about corruption in today's Senegal? 


[Answer] It is a question of fundamental social change. The problem of diversion 
of public funds is an epiphenomenon which distracts the public from the real 
problems. 


[Question] Do you view it as acceptable for the cost of living to be growing far 
more rapidly than wages? If so, why? If no, what should be done? 


[Answer] The policies must be changed. We have reached the limits of what can be 
tolerated. 


[Question] How can Senegal's increasing under-development be stopped? 


[Answer] The current situation is not surprising. It is the result of our relations 
with the IMF (International Monetary Fund) and the World Bank. The excessive in- 
flation is the result of satisfying the demands of those two bodies which had to be 
met if Senegal was to be able to borrow from them. That loan amounts to nearly 

$800 million. The IMF and the World Bank are effectively in control of our economy. 
The recent nomination of Mr Toure is not a coincidence; one might say of him that 

he is one of the IMF's most ardent officials. 


[Question] What should be done? 
[Answer] I repeat, the policies must be changed, we must break with imperialism. 
[Question] What are your thoughts on the 1983 elections? 


[Answer] 1983 is very important for us. But, as Lenin taught: concrete analysis 
of a concrete situation. 


[Question] What are your strategy and tactics for 1983? 
[Answer] We will see when the time comes. Meanwhile, we are working to become a 


strong and powerful party with support from the workers and the peasants. We are 
convinced, however, that our party will carry some weight in the elections. 
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[Quest ion ] Would you be prepared to come to an agreement with the current govern- 
ment? If so, would you work with them alone? If not, with whom would you be willing 
to work in a government? 


[Answer ] We will not join the current government. We must get the country out of 

the clutches of the comprador bourgeoisie, which has come together in the PS, the 
party responsible for the poverty of the workers and masses and the ruin of the coun- 
try...along with the ruin of the patriotic forces. As for joining with other parties 
in a government, everything will depend on the position those parties take and on 

the patriotic program, which implies a break with imperialism. This is the bare 
minimum. COSU already has a program. We are calling for a plan of attack, the 
nationalization of key sectors, the creation of a national currency, rigorous planning 
and equitable distribution of the national income. 


PIT Program

[Interview with Mr Cissokho, secretary general of the Independence and Labor Party 
[PIT], by Awa Thiam, date and place not given] 


[Excerpts] [Question] Could you tell us briefly about your party? When was it 
formed? What are its objectives? What are its activities? 


[Answer] At the time it was formed, 1957, PAI [African Independence Party] was a 
federal party, Sefore becoming a territorial party after independence. It was West 
Africa's first party. Its objectives: independence and socialism. It played a 
big part in the battle for independence. It worked to explain things to the masses, 
in order to achieve united action. It set up a committee for the defense of demo- 
cratic freedoms which brought together various organizations including UGEAO 
[General Union of West African Students] and Senegalese and African youth council 
organizations. 


[Question] How are your relations with the current government? And with the other 
opposition parties? 


[Answer] We have no relations with the present government. The PAI has carried out 
its actions alone. We are still learning from our past mistakes. In the past, our 
actions were not adapted to the scale of the forces at our disposal; we did not cor- 
rectly analyze the contradictions within the system; the party was unable to 

exploit them. Since then, we have learned many lessons: to be a part of the 
working class and create a mass party, in other words link up with the pocr peasantry, 
the [poor] social classes in the cities, the international movement and the embry- 
onic national movement. The party, lately, has worked hard in prepar: tion for its 
congress, a congress about which we have every reason to be proud, because it was 
very positive: it strengthened unity at the level of the central committee. What 
we are militating for is cohesiveness. 


[Question] What policy do you advocate for the Senegalese masses? And for Senegal 
in general--socially, economically, politically? 


[Answer] The current crisis puts Senegal in need of economic recovery. To achieve 
this, we must break the neocolonial forces, rebuild the dismantled public sector, 
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strengthen it, expand it; weaken the foreign monopolies and move ahead with struc- 
tural reforms both in the countryside and in the cities. There are economic con- 
tradictions, and they are class contradictions. They require certain steps to be 
taken. In financial terms, we are being crushed by the tax system. We must re- 
consider the agreements we have with France. A new approach to French-Senegalese 
relations is indispensable. A new policy is needed in the fields of schooling and 
public health. 


As a party, we are for the workers. This means getting closer to the masses, working 
toward unity among all those who are struggling for change. According to the con- 
gress, we must hold on to what the other parties have achieved. The situation 
requires unity among all the blocs concerned. 


[Question] What do you think about the corruption in Senegal today? 
[Answer] There is no way to end it without radical change, political change. 


[Question] Do you find it acceptable that the cost of living is going up far faster 
than wages? If so, why? If not, what should be done? 


[Answer] The crisis is getting deeper. The living conditions of the broad masses 
are deteriorating. The crisis is even affecting government employees. The appro- 
priate measures are not being taken. The government's policies are meeting increas- 
ing resistance in different forms. There is an overall crisis of institutions. 


[Question] How can Senegal's increasing underdevelopment be stopped? 


[Answer] We will be repeating ourselves, but we say that the only solution is 
political change. 


[Question] What are your thoughts about the 1983 elections? 


[Answer] We think a leftist government is possible in 1983. However, it would re- 
quire drawing up a common governmental program. All the patriotic forces that could 
work to get the country out of the crisis could unite and come to power. As a first 
step, we have to lay the foundations for economic independence. 


[Question] What will be your strategy and tactics for 1983? 


[Answer] All of us opposition parties will have to have a dialogue on the creation 

of a front, on joint actions to be taken together. Unity is not something that can 

be brought about by making decisions at a meeting: it requires action. The masses 
will insist on it. We are taking broader action in every domain where the masses 

are involved. We have made considerable progress. As for unity, it is essential. 
Since 1979, we have consistently maintained this. Unity will never be a simple matter. 
(Cf. the situation in Senegal, the position in which it has been placed.) There is 

the maturity of those who govern us. Also, they are supported by imperialism inde- 
pendently of the fact that they are capable men. 


The question arises: an armed solution. If we wait for the staff officers, we will 
have to wait 1,000 years. There is maneuvering to break thirzs up. This is the same 
policy all over again. We must achieve unity. We have learned this lesson from all 
previous political experience.

MERCENARIES ATTACK AIRPORT, NO ONE CLAIMS RESPONSIBILITY

[Text] Curfew has been maintained in the Seychelles, where 
calm seems to have been restored following the attempted coup 
launched during the night of Wednesday 25-Thursday 26 
November. 


However, according to some South African sources and the 
Associated Press correspondent on the Seychelles, there 
are indications that several deaths resulted from the 
attack, and fighting continued Thursday on the island 

of Mahe, the largest in the archipelago. 


While the Soviet press agency TASS Thursday condemned the 
attempted coup executed by "a South African mercenery 
commando team" and the Madagascar Government proclaimed its 
solidarity with the Seychellois Government, no one has yet 
claimed authorship of the attempt to destabilize the Mahe 
regime. 


From Johannesburg, cur correspondent Patrice Claude tells us 
that no one knows what will happen to the mercenaries 
apprehended, who were brought handcuffed to Pretoria. 
According to a South African law, which according to our 
correspondent has never before been invoked, the pirates 
face prison terms of between 5 and 30 years. The law also 
provides for extradition of those who plead guilty to such 
acts, but neither Seychelles nor India maintains diplomatic 
relations with Pretoria. 


Mr France-Albert Rene, president of the Seychelles, is 
expected to be in Paris Monday on a private visit. He will be 
received 4 December by Mr Mitterrand. 
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Nairobi--Calm was restored Thursday 26 November to Mahe, the largest of the 
Seychelles islands, after an attack by a group of mercenaries on the Pointe-Larue 
international airport. 


Fighting between the mercenaries and the "people's defense forces" was more 
serious than had been initially believed. According to witnesses, the defenders 
made extensive use of heavy weaponry. Fighting lasted some 20 hours. Except for 
the one mercenary killed and the two wounded who were brought to Durban, the 
precise number of casualties the attackers sustained is still unknown. Several 
of the attackers were reportedly taken prisoner. 


According to the account of the Royal Swazi Airlines crew that took them to the 
Seychelles, it seems that the mercenaries--"disguised as rubgy players"--had no 
intention of attacking the airport. Reportedly, they wanted to infiltrate into 
the island in the guise of innocent tourists, and to wait until later to take 
action. For reasons which are still not clear, the plan went awry as soon as 
they arrived in Mahe. President France-Albert Rene has often warned about such 
"infiltrations," which in his view foreshadowed a planned coup, which he claims 
to have received information about in November 1979. A secret letter, attributed 
at the time to an opposition group, the "Movement for the Resistance," contained 
statements like: "All the Seychellois are waiting expectantly for the arrival 
of a plane or boat of mercenaries..." 


No individual or group has claimed responsibility for the airport attack. Former 
prime minister James Mancham, questioned about it on Thursday in London, said 

he had been contacted by telephone by one of the instigators of the operation--who 
claimed to belong to the "Movement for the Resistance”--but that he had refused 

to get involved. The Victoria authorities, for their part, have not accused one 
particular group of responsibility for the operation. Mr Jacques Hodoul, the 
minister of foreign affairs, said Thursday that this attack had not benefited 

from any complicity on the part of people of the island. 


Since Albert Rene'’s coup in June 1977, several thousand Seychellois have been 
living in exile in several English-speaking countries: Great Britain, Australia, 
Kenya, the Isle of Mauritius, and South Africa among them. Most of them decided 
to leave the archipelago or remain abroad after the establishment in 1978 of a 
one-party system, contrary to the promises mede by the head of state. The ties 
between South Africa and certain Seychellois opposition groups go back a long 
way. In an interview yiven to the Johannesburg weekly SUNDAY EXPRESS in August 
1979, Mr Mancham admitted, for example, that he had received funds from Mr Eschel 
Rhoodie, the former South African information secretary who was later compromised 
in an influence-peddling scandal. Mr Mancham on the other hand had given the 
South African Airways company biweekly landing rights. That privilege was not 
revoked by President Albert Rene until September 1980.

BOTHA, BUSINESS LEADERS FAIL TO AGREE AT CARLTON II 
Paris LE MONDE in French 14 Nov 81 p 6

[Text] The Cape. More than 600 South African industrialists, 
including the local representatives of the big multinationals 
operating in South Africa, met on Thursday, 12 November, at the 
Cape for the second round of the “historical" dialogue between 
the administration and the private sector, started 2 years 
earlier at the Carlton Hotel in Johannesburg. The atmosphere 
no longer was the same because for many of them, Mr P.W. Botha, 
the South African prime minister, did not keep his promises to 
institute reforms and "the spirit of Carlton" is dead. 


"An undeniable success, if you look at the aspect of ‘public relations’ of the 
operation. A semi-failure if the conference is put back within a purely economic 
persepctive. A total failure if the prime minister's objective was to get a 
mandate from business circles to pursue the same policy." The young South African 
employer rather well summarized the feelings prevailing Thursday evening among the 
600 invited guests, two times more this year, of the South African prime minister. 
To the industrialists who had come to hear him clarify a policy, which to say the 
least, seemed hesitant to them and which, in any case, had little in common with 
the reformist rhetoric which he had developed, Mr Botha--as emphasized by Mr Harry 
Oppenheimer, president of the country's leading private group--spoke "above all 
about the past and not enough about the future." 


The prime minister's address can be summarized as follows: (1) Africa is 

dying but that is not true of us; (2) In 1979, you misunderstood me--I had not 
promised anything; (3) We have already launched major reforms (in our dealings 
with labor, especially). As for the rest, give us time; (4) Specific measures 
have been taken to make life easier for you. We can go further if you prove your- 
selves to be cooperative but, watch out, there are black sheep among you; (5) The 
"homelands," that is where the future lies. Follow the example of the government; 
help them in developing, invest in Transkei, in Bophuthatswana, in Venda, etc. 
(The three "countries" were represented by their "ambassadors.") We propose to 
you a grand program for decentralization; study it and contribute your criticisms 
to us; (6) The Soviet Union, the communists--that is where the danger comes from. 
The country's security is primordial for the smooth development of the system of 
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free enterprise; (7) Still, the immediate economic future does not look as good as 
in the past; the administration counts on you. 


After this lengthy harangue, which resembed a real "state of the nation" message, 
the journalists were asked to leave the room so that the debate would be "free and 
frank."' Overall, out of the 600 invited guests, 19 were able to speak out. Because 
of his political weight--he finances the PFP (English-Speaking opposition party)-- 
and because of his economic significance, his group directly or indirectly controls 
at least one-quarter of the contribution of the private sector to the South African 
GNP--Mr Oppenheimer agreed nevertheless to address the press. "The great hopes 
aroused 2 years ago have today yielded to general disillusionment." 


The disappointment of the businessmen is tied to the small progress made in such 
important fields as manpower mobility (hindered by the cornerstone of the apartheid 
system--the Group Area Act), the education of the blacks, who are refused admission 
to the half-empty white technical high schools (the portion of the budget allocated 
for education of the blacks accounts for 0.8 percent of the GNP, as against 2.4 
percent for the whites, who account for only one-fifth the number of the blacks), 
and housing (the black townships are overpopulated and many do not even have the 
basic conveniences). 


The president of Anglo-American said he is "frustrated" to find that measures 
proposed to improve the lot of the blacks are "rejected for ideological reasons." 
He condemned administration policy aimed at arbitrarily stopping the exodus of the 
Africans to the big industrial cities. 


In his opinion, the process of urbanization of the blacks--they numbered 1.75 million 
in 1950 and today account for more than 9 million out of a total African population 
of 20 million souls--is natural. Preventing its development (there will be more 
than 20 million of them in the year 2000 who will be living in the cities) is both 
"vain and costly." 


Overall, it seems that a feeling of distrust has now developed between the 
administration and the employers. The industrialists, who a long time ago got used 
to apartheid, thanks to which a number of them built their fortunes, today demand 
that it be sacrificed to the cause of free enterprise. They want to be able to 
increase their markets to include the black population groups, they want to have 

more skilled manpower on the spot, and perhaps they also want to get rid of a nagging 
guilt complex and above all they want to shield the country against a revolution 
which, in their view, is inevitable if the blacks are not integrated into the systen. 
Nobody doubts that the South African business world will throw its full weight into 
the battle for a more liberal society "with a small 1," as Mr Oppenheimer said.

MASS EXODUS OF TLCCHNICAL STAFF DEPLORED

[Text] A mass exodus of technical staff from government departments can only be 
averted if urgent action is taken. 


This was stated by the Principal of the Swaziland College of Technology, Mr 
Mshimi Dhlamini, at the college's annual open day this week. 


He said the proposed schemes of service pesented to the Department of Establish- 
ments and Training would have to be accepted if the exodus is to be stopped. 


Referring to staff at SCOT, Mr Dhlamini pointed out that the college had 
experienced high staff turnover, particularly during the first half of this year, 
which had had a disrupture effect. 


"A few examples will bear out this assertion," he said. "By December 15 members 
of our teaching staff, who were with us a year ago, will have left." 


Addressing the gathering business executives, parents, lecturers and students, 
Mr Dhlamini said, although these had largely been replaced, they had not always 
been replaced when needed, 


"This has created heavy teaching loads for certain departments and the temporary 
termination of courses such as hotel and catering, electronics and agricultural 
mechanics. 


Nevertheless, he continued, staff morale had received a boost in the form of a 
number of promotions with five assistant lecturers being upgraded to full 
lecturers and one to senior lecturer, 


Mr Dhlamini said he would prefer the government localisation policy to be the 
result of careful planning and evolution "rather than the haphazard situation 
forced on us by, for example, the sudden reduction of British aid in terms of 
teaching staff, or even localisation for its own sake,"

[Text] Bulawayo--Twenty months after independence, some graduates from the 
Teachers’ College, Bulawayo, will be issued today with University of Rhodesia 
certificates while others get University of Zimbabwe certificates. 


Of the 71 trainee teachers graduating, 29 will get certificates issued by the 
the University of Rhodesia, 


The students are the last intake of white, Coloured and Asian students taken by 
the college before it opened its doors to blacks last year. 


According to the acting principal of the college, Mr Killian Muchemwa, 47 white 
students had opted for University of Rhodesia certificates, Another 17 white 
students, two Coloureds and five Asians had chosen University of Zimbabwe 
certificates, 


According to a resolution passed by the university, stvdents who joined either 
the university or the teachers’ colleges before independence had the option of 
getting either certificate, 


Mr Muchemwa said although 47 students had opted for University of Rhodesia 
certificates, only 29 had been able to get them because the university was 
short of "Rhodesia" certificates, 


Commenting on the issue of the certificates, the principal of the university, 
Professor Walter Kamba, said the university changed its name to the University 
of Zimbabwe with effect from April 18. But before that, on March 29, 1980, 

the university council amended the statutes to cater for students who had regis- 
tered at the university before the name changed, 


Professor Kamba said the issue was first raised in 1979 when students pressured 
the university to award them University of Rhodesia certificates rather than 
University of Zimbabwe-Rhodesia ones. 
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But the university never changed its name to University of Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. 


Professor Kamba saicdl it was for this reason that students were being issued with 


certificates bearing the name Rhodesia. But this was the last issue of such 
certificates. 


The Deputy Minister of Education and Culture, Senator Joseph Culverwell, remarked 


that the country was now independent and no one had the right to issue "Rhodesia" 
certificates, He said such certificates would be invalid. 


The certificates will be presented by Professor Orball, director of the institute 
of education at the university.

WHITE-BLACK RECONCILIATION SEEN TO BE STILL A PROBLEM 
Paris LE MONDE in French 13 Nov 81 p 3

Remains a Problem] 


[Text] The most alluring capital city in Africa is never as beautiful as it is now 
at the beginning of the southern spring when the jacarandas in bloom lend it their 
violet finery. On Sunday afternoons, the shrill accent [or skirl] of the bagpipes 
slowly escapes from the bandstand. Young mer., wearing kilts and Scottish tams, 
blow in tempo before an attentive audience, hilf White, half Black. This is the 
orchestra from the Churchill school, “the only one of its kind in Salisbury," an 
elegant lady with powdered cheeks notes proudly. Pleasant images of a successful 
national reconciliation? Sunday brotherhood in trompe-L'oeil? Is this anachro- 
nistic and soothing scene a reflection of reality or simply illusion? As so often 
occurs in this complex and disconcerting country, the answer is no doubt to be 
found somewhere in between.... 


It is best to start with a certainty: a year~and-a-half after independence, 
Zimbabwe has carefully gotten rid of the heritage of war. The delicate amalgam 

of the three former military forces--the ZANLA of Mugabe, the ZIPRA of Nkomo and 
the ex-army of Rhodesia--has been brought about under the aegis of 150 British 
instructors. London is designating half of all its foreign military aid to this 
exercise. Some of the advisers will be kept for 2 years at teaching tasks. The 
government has demobilized 20,000 guerrilas and is striving to promote their social 


reintegration. 


The nomination of General Maclean to head the new army, a political gesture aimed 
at reassuring the European minority, has been accompanied by a vast Africanization 
of the officers’ hierarchy. Some 30 former guerrilla officials now hold principal 
command posts in place of White officers, now relegated to administrative functions. 
Security tasks--army, police and intelligence services--absorb a quarter of the 
State budget. The probable existence of arms caches in zones controlled long ago 
by the ZIPRA threatens even less so the stability of the regime since the violent 
confrontation of Bulawayo--the second largest city in the country--last November 
and February revealed the unfailing loyalty of the former Rhodesian units. 


The Exodus of Whites 


When he came to power, Mugabe had promised to forget a long past of violence and 
hate. Up to now, he has been able to keep his word: no trials, no reprisals, not 
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a single political prisoner. And yet, Whites are leaving Zimbabwe at a growing rate. 
Emigration will experience a record rate this year: 21,000 departures. In 4 years, 
one-third of the qualified manpower has chosen exile. Two thousand employees of an 
initial total of 6,000 have resigned from the only railroad administration, vital 
to the economy. To make up for this hemorrhage, the government will soon recruit 
300 Indian and Pakistani technicians. 


The White community, at its zenith in 1976 with 275,000 people, is now no larger 
than 190,000 (or slightly more than 2 percent of the total population). "The 
morale of the Whites has eroded especially during the past several months," observes 
a journalist from Umtali: "They used to ask: Why leave? Now they say: Why 
remain?" 


This acceierated exodus has different causes, some of which were foreseeable. The 
Africanization of public office, in constant progress (60 percent of the budgetary 
positions are occupied by Blacks compared to only 26 percent a year ago) wipes out 
for many White staffers all hope of rapid professional promotion Forced to give way 
to recent graduates from foreign universities, a number of them are rejoining the 
private sector. Recently, Mugabe was deploring these sudden resignations which 
complicate planning, while at the same time paying homage to the “responsible and 
cooperative attitude of the majority of public servants having served the preceding 
governments." 


From the cricket field to the race track, from the noisy heat of the pubs to the 
comfort of their flowery villas, the style and standard of living of the Whites, 
by their own admission, remain intact. But how many are ready to consent to real 
sacrifices affecting a privileged way of life, resulting from a historic injustice 
and which they know, in their innermost heart, will more and more resemble an 
exorbitant prerogative in a strongly egalitarian system? The rare scarcities 
brought on by a rapidly rising domestic demand consolidate their prejudices and 
fan their anxiety. They see therein an intolerable threat to their way of life. 


The Whites especially dread that democratization, in matters of teaching and health, 
will entail a degradation of these services. This double fear crops up incessantly 
during conversations. They become alarmed also at the idea of doing away with dual 
citizenship, which, in many cases, will deprive them of their British passports. 
They criticize the growing tax burden and denounce the faint wishes to politicize 
schools. 


Hypersensitive to any official admonition as well as to the sligiutest strong 
language, whether authorized or not, they appreeiate and respect Mugabe, but rarely 
make the effort to imagine themselves in the place of this prime minister who is 
too anxious to satisfy the immense and legitimate expectation of the Black majority 
to be able to act with tact toward the minority. The 5,000 White farmers then- 
selves, still pampered by the regime and spoiled by an exceptional harvest, fall 
easy prey to feelings of doubt. 


Candidates for departure can take with them only a small amount of currency--700 
American dollars per person--a used car and some furniture. They hold these 
restrictions to be “annoying measures," they consider themselves as "ecoromic 
prisoners" of the regime and regard themselves as penalized in comparison to those 
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who chose exile at the very beginning, who, refusing the accession of the majority, 
were still able to leave under better conditions. The bitterness of the Whites is 
on a par with the disappointment which they inspire in Mugabe. He was expecting the 
European minority to modify its political behavior. That hope is lost. 


The Tightening of Power 


The Rhodesian Front of Ian Smith has become the Republican Front, while maintaining 
its initials (RF). This is more than a symbol. As two by-elections have shown, 
the White voters remain massively faithfrl to the Front, the "party of refuge" in 
their eyes, the one most likely to defend their threatened interests. A liberal 
farmer, Andrew Holland, created in April, with the blessing of the administration, 
the Democratic Party. His electoral venture turned out to be short-lived, to the 
harm of Mugabe, who saw in this defeat the sign of unjustified obstinacy. The 
rallying to the ZANU-PF of some 300 Whites and coloreds in the rural zones of 
Que-Que and Fort Victoria no doubt did not suffice to soften the disappointment of 
the prime minister. He would gladly put up with a White commmunity both less 
numerous and more loyal. 


Labeled as a “retrograde” party, "...no longer having a place in an independent 
Zimbabwe," the Republican Front is not Mugabe's only target. For the past several 
months, the government has stiffened its stand against all minority parties. Body- 
guards have been withdrawn from Bishop Muzorewa, head of the UANC, as well as from 
Smith. They are accused of “subversive statements" and of “secret meetings." 


The bishop is said to have "sold out to Pretoria.” Smith continues to express 
himself loudly and clearly and the bishop recently held a press conference. But 
the two former prime ministers, who never passed, it is true, as paragons of 
Liberalism, have no access to the official media. Only the semi-official daily 
HERALD discreetly echoes their remarks. "The little bishop is in a bad postion 
to give lessons in democracy," thunders Eddison Zvobgo, minister of local admini- 
stration and probably the future secretary-general of ZANU-PF. "While he was in 
power, our party was outlawed. He is free today," he stresses. A rather rare 
situation, in fact, for Africa, which should be credited to the regime. 


This has not prevented Mugabe from seriously hardening his tone. Sometimes he 
predicts for the bishop "a prison where there will be Bibles by the score," 
sometimes he promises opponents “enough rope so that they can hang themselves." 
Of course, one must make allowance for the vehemence appropriate to public gather- 
ings in these threats. Like any African chief expressing himself in the language 
of his audience, Shona in this case, Mugabe overdoes it. From time to time, he 
should back off from the statements thrown out in the heat of a meeting. Prime 
minister and head of the party at the same time, this double role obligates him to 
correct himself, indeed, to contradict himself. 


These blunders bear witness to a growing nervousness. Reintroducing police 
practices initiated by White Rhodesia, the government has just severely regulated 
the holding of political meetings. All meetings henceforth must be announced a 
week in advance and the interior minister is granted power of interdiction. Taken 
under the name of "public order," these draconian restrictions have as their 
principal victim Bishop Muzorewa's UANC. Coincidence? No doubt the government is 
worried that the UANC will renew its activities--and regain its audience. The UANC 
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can crystallize and turn to its own advantage the unhappiness of a small part of 
the urban population. 


The theme of the sole party peppers official speeches more and more often, which is 
not at all surprising. The ideological training of Mugabe, his desire to consoli- 
date national unity, the influence of the African political “environment,” socialist 
or not: all contribute to hasten the advent of a single-party system which, in 
addition, has always had the avowed favor of the prime minister. 


In most of the villages, where the ZANU-PF reigns supreme, the question is no 
longer asked. Juridically, the affair invites controversy. For the minority 
Blacks and Whites, the Constitution of Zimbabwe, by guaranteeing freedom of asso- 
ciation, excludes a sole party. Any modification of the declaration of rights 
contained in the supreme law requires, according to them, a unanimous and thus by 
definition impossible, vote in the Chamber of Deputies.! "The Constitution can be 
amended by referendum,” retorts Zvogbo. The essential point is elsewhere: What if 
the institution of the single-party systen has as its main effect the reawakening 
of tribal rivalries? Such is notably the opinion of Joshua Nkomo, president of the 
Patriotic Front (PF) and head of the Ndebele ethnic minority (18 percent of the 
opulation). "This would destabilize the country," he has warned. 


"We will have a single party," states Zbogbo. When all is said and done, who doubts 
it? It all depends on when and how. Nkomo is not hostile, in principle, t« the 
single-party system, provided that it is the resuit of negotiation allowing for 

the preservation of the PF'’s influence and personality. In this spirit, a biparti- 
san commission was set up a year ago. It is dormant today. "We are not in a 
hurry,” affirms Mugabe. In fact, he does not seem to give this project an absolute 
priority. One thing is sure: the single party cannot be imposed on Nkomo without 
risking a crisis with incalculable consequences. 


The government and ZANU-PF are undergoing the wear and tear of power. Too many 
directors of the party had promised radical changes overnight. The population was 
mistaken enough to take them at their word. Their hopes have not been fulfilled 
and their patience is growing thin. The citydwellers suffer from inflation and 
unemployment. Strikes are becoming more common. Spontaneous demonstrations, 
sometimes broken up by the police, break out here and there to protest against such 
and such a case of favoritism or corruption. The people are witnessing the birth 
of the phenomenon of nepotism. The government press deplores this wave of protest 
which it compares to a “contagious illness." A certain disenchantment reigns 
among a population which expects from its government more than the latter can 
offer. Certain Africans do not overcome urban uprooting, aggravated by the 
political and social evolution underway. According to a poll taken by a Catholic 
aid organization, the number of suicides among Blacks in Zimbabwe has quintupled 
in a year.
